The figures are not old, but new. 


‘They apply to the present and the future. 

~ Whatever influences, if any, may be 
operating for price recessions in. manufac- 
turing lines, the contracts now in force for 
print pares and for labor for the year to 
come fix newspaper costs far above exist- 
ing levels.
